WASHINGTON, D. C., Deo. 29. — SilK and 


eotlon manufactures were the subjects of 
the hearings of the ways and means com- 
mittee today. Arnold Sanford, represent- 
ing the Cotton Yarn spinners' association 
of a million spindles, presented an ex- 
haustive written statement and also 
answered questions by Chairman Dingley. 
He said the main trouble with the present 
law is the ad valorem duties permit exten- 
sive undervaluation. 


iScIiKluir Would Sntlsfj-II. 


As far as fine yarns are concerned tfce 


law is substantially inoperative. He said 
the present .schedule would satisfy if two 
provisos were stricken out. These liu-'t 
the duty on yarns not exceeding 25 cents a 
pound to SO cents, to 45 cents ad valorem. 
Mr. Sanford produced statistics showing 
enormous increase of importations in 
yarns since the enactment of the law. 


PoftxlbilltleK of (he South. 


He said the manufacture of coarser 


grades yarn could be conducted in this 
country, especially the south, as cheaply 
as in England. He attributed this to the 
long hours and cheap labor in the south, 
and recognized that at some time in the 
future the south might become a comfeti- 
tor in the manufacture of .fine yarns. 
Simon Chase of Fall River appeared in 
behalf of the cotton cloth makers.

said he did not ask an increase of duty 
althougn the ilner grades are inade- 
quately protected.

ceived a Report From 
the Havana Consulate.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 29.—Secretary 


Olney hue received a report from the 
Havana consulate regarding tbo case of 
the Mail and Express correspondent, 
Delgado. 


Mr. Olney said "It appears from the re - 


port that Delgado was made a prison erby 
the Spanish troops during recent military 
operations in PIrnr Del Ilio, that he said 
he belonged to the staf of the insurgent, 
General Macco. A letter addressed to 
Maeeo and another from Maceo to I,is 
Tumbas were found on his person. 


It being represented that Deigado is au 


American citizen, native* born, nil the 
rights to which he is untitled under the 
treaty and protocol have been claimed 
for him. 


DeJgado is now confined in the military 


hospital at San Ambrosio, 
outside of 


Havana. The rights referred to entitle a 
trial by the ordinary judicial authorities 
unless the prisoner was taken with arms, 
when a court martial would follow.

The report states that dunng the past 


year there has been an increase of more 
than 400 pupil*. Yet no new room has 
been occupied or extra teachers engaged, 
and but one new assistant. There are 
over 600 gcholiirj in attendance nt th« 
evening schools. The boundaries of Drury 
academy have been established at a con- 
siderable expense and it is recommended 
that a suitable fence be erected enclosing 
the school property. 


The school property is reported to be in 


a good condition and only minor repairs 
have been necessary to fit the buildings 
for the winter term. At Drury, Union 
Street and Cbuich Street it was made 
necessary by order of the board of health 
to replace the old worn out sanitarios 
with modern ones, which involved a 
heavy expense. The buildings are now 
declared "sanitarily ^erfeot." 


In commenting on the teaching and 


supervision, the board believes the high 
rank ot former years has Dot only been 
maintained, but the work has been supe- 
rior to that of any year in the history of 
North Adams. To quote: "The work of 
tho superintendent , Ms been greatly 
changed from that oj' a few years ago. 
Formerly he acted as a general police 
officer, attending to the discipline of all 
the schools; now the discipline has been 
left maiiJy in the hands of the principals, 
while the superintendent is l«»t free to 
diruci; them and the other teachers care- 
folly and MystematicaUy in all matters of 
instruction and discipline."

Eugenia Bonaparte, only daughter of the 
late Jerome Napoleon Bonaparte, was 
married at 11.30 o'clock at St. Paul's 
Koman Catholic church to Count De- 
Moltfee Hniteld of Denmark, Cardinal 
Gibbons officiating. The celebration oi 
nuptial mass followed the ceremony. The 
couple left this afternoon for a honey- 
moon jannl, to return January 6 and sail 
for Europe the 16th to spend (the winter. 


The bride is the great erandaughter of 


Madame Elizabeth Patterson Bonaparte, 
daughter of William Patterson of Balti- 
more, who Coristrnaa eve, 1803, became 
the wife of Jerome Bonaparte, the young- 
est of the brothers of Napoleon, first con- 
sul of France.

Dublin, Dec. 2!».—A landslide has oo- 


onrred near Rathmore, County Kerry, 
doing jrreat damag-e to property and 
causing' the loss of at least nine lives. 
Heavy rains have fallen in that part 
of Ireland lately, with the result that 
some places that are generally dry 
MOW resemble vast morasses. Near 
Ka-.buiorc there is an eminence about 
1,000 feet high known as Boy hiil, 
and it was here that the landslide oc- 
curred. The rains percolating through 
the ground gradually loosened a huge 
Mass of earth, and on .Sunday night, 
apparently 
without 
the 
slightest 


warning, a large part of the surface of 
the hill began to slide towards tha 
valley. Gaining momentum 
as

mored, it swept downward with a 
roaring sound, carrying rocks, trees 
r.nd everything before it for mile*. 
IE some places the path, of the land- 
slide was a mile wide, and as it moved 
along- it buried everything1, entirely 
changing the aspect of the section 
over which it passed.
